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VBT LDFA approves agreement 
with VBT on bond payment loan

At its regular meeting July 9, the Van 
Buren Township Local Development 
Finance Authority unanimously approved 
a five-page agreement on the payment of 
the Visteon bond shortfall. The agreement 
now will go to the township board for 
approval. 

“We knew this was necessary,” 
LDFA chairman Michael Dotson. 
knew a shortfall was coming.” 

The LDFA expects a shortfall of $639,157 
on Oct. 1,2019. This will be paid from the 
township’s long-term debt fund. 

The funds the township uses to pay 
the shortfall on the Visteon bonds will 
be considered as a “advance” and will 
be reimbursed to the township by the 
LDFA from future available tax increment 
revenues from the Visteon Village Project. 
The LDFA agrees to pay interest on the 
township’s shortfall payments until they 
are reimbursed at an annual interest rate 
equal to the average interest rate that the 
township is earning on the investment of 
its general fund monies. 

LDFA member Doug Peters said the 
citizens of Van Buren Township are paying 
Visteon’s obligation on the bond. 

“With the understanding they will be 
paid back by taxes or the lawsuit,” said 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara. “This 
document has gone back and forth a dozen 
times.” 

“This is to make sure the township 
residents are protected,” said Dotson. 

A copy of the agreement was obtained 
by the Independent through a Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

The document spells out the many steps 
that led to the Visteon Village Project’s tax 
increment revenues not being enough to 
cover the $28,199,656.35 in 2003 bonds 
VBT issued to help with the Visteon 
infrastructure. 
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Beginning Oct. 1, 2019 and running 
through the final term of the Authority 
Bonds in 2032 the township is responsible 
for the bond payments since the LDFA 
may be unable to cover them. 

On May 12,2015, the township filed a law 
suit against Visteon in the U.S. Bankruptcy 
Court for the District of Delaware for 
breach of contract and declaratory relief 
related to its claim that Visteon had failed 
to meet its obligation under the 2009 
Settlement Agreement with the township

VBT Police spend 90 
hours on case of woman 
who went on vacation

“It was a very interesting ordeal,’ Van 
Buren Township Police Lt. Charles Bazzy 
said of the six-day search for Heavenly 
Sloan, a missing 18-year-old Ohio woman 
-- who it turns out went on vacation. 

“We spent 90 man hours working that 
case,” Lt. Bazzy said of he and Det. Dale 
Harrison. “I kept saying there was no 
evidence of a crime. 

“As a parent, I would be concerned, 
as well,” Lt. Bazzy said of the mother’s 
actions to find her daughter. 

Lt. Bazzy said this girl came to town for 
a family gathering from her hometown 
of Middletown, Ohio, between Dayton 
and Cincinnati. She hooked up with one 
of her best friends and on Saturday they 
went to the Original House of Pancakes in 
Southfield, dropped off a car, and were in 
Romulus at Ecorse and Hannan roads. Then 
they went to Westland and to Kirkridge in 
Van Buren Township. By then it was 3 a.m. 
Sunday and the two women slept in the car

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Neighbors oppose expansion of 
River of Life church building

A group of neighbors to River of Life 
Assembly of God attended the July 10 
public hearing before the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission to oppose 
the proposed expansion of the church 
facility. 

The church is located on 8.72 acres at 
870 Savage Road between Sheldon and 
Martinsville and has had a sign in its front 
yard for some time showing a drawing of 
the new building “Coming Soon.” 

After the public hearing, the commissioners 
voted unanimously to recommend to the 
township board approval of the special land 
use permit for use of the parcel for a church 
building and to approve the preliminary 
site plan, with 14 stipulations. 

Chairperson Carol Thompson was absent 
from the meeting, which was presided over 
by vice chairperson Donald Boynton. 

“We have approval and a whole list of 
marching orders that need to be handled,” 
vice chairperson Boynton said. 

At the beginning of the public hearing, 
Gary Lamarand, design engineer, 
explained that the church currently is 5,000 
square feet which contains the sanctuary, 
classrooms, and a common area. 

The proposed sanctuary addition is 
8,263 square feet. It will include sanctuary 
space, ADA bathrooms, lobby area and a 
corridor between the proposed and existing 
buildings. There will be 125 parking spaces 
in back. 

It will be a wooden structure with a 
masonry belt and wooden siding above. 
Although fire suppressants were not 
originally planned for the building, they 
now are being added. 

Lamarand said the ditch on the property 
is proposed to be moved 75’ back from its 
current location to connect with a bioswale, 
which is a larger ditch with plantings. The 
ditch path will stay the same as it comes 
into and exits the property, but will be 
curved inside the parcel to bring storm 
drainage to the bioswale, as suggested by 
Wayne County. 

The southern end of the land is wooded 
and will be left untouched, said Vidya 
Krishnan, township planning consultant 
from McKenna. She said the church states 
there will be no music, bells, chimes, or 
similar audio presentations used on the 
site. 

The elevations proposed show a maximum 
building height of 21.25 feet to the mid- 
point of the gable roof and 28.1 feet to the 
top of the roof peak, which are within the 
maximum allowable height of 30 feet. 

In her report to the commission, Krishnan 


said there will be a new, five-foot sidewalk 
along the Savage Road frontage. The site 
has two existing curb cuts and the east 
access will be widened to 24 feet and 
is intended for two-way movement of 
vehicles. The west drive will remain at 
11.5 feet wide, an existing nonconformity, 
and will be for emergency vehicles only. 

Paul Kammer of Fishbeck, Thompson, 
Carr & Huber, the township’s consulting 
engineers, reported on drainage and 
utilities. 

Kammer told the commission the 
ditch running through the property is not 
considered a county drain, but discharges 
into the Henry Drain along Martinsville 
Road. He said this is what the church 
engineer told him, but more research has 
to be done. 

“Residents are assessed for the Henry 
Drain,’ Kammer said. “More information 
is needed. I don’t know what the county 
will do.” 

When the public hearing opened, Kelly 
Walker of 920 Savage Rd. distributed 
a letter to commissioners. She said the 
back part of her property is adjacent to the 
church property. 

“I feel this is too large for our 
neighborhood. It’s doubling its size and the 
parking lot is too large.” 

She said they moved there two years 
ago and her children play in the woods. 
She complained about the proposed 
landscaping and, aside from privacy, she 
had concerns about drainage. She said her 
property flooded this spring and still has 
standing water. She said the church plans 
to raise its parking lot six inches to three 
feet higher and with the sprinklers planned, 
“I don’t see where it’s all going to go. Can 
the current Henry Drain handle it all?” 

And, she said, lighting was a problem. 
Now the church has two lights beside the 
building, but they plan to have 16, 20-foot 
lights. They will be directed down, but they 
will be “overwhelming and obtrusive,” she 
said. 

She also was concerned about the removal 
of existing, mature trees. 

She said some of the church events are 
“speakered and loud.” And, the dumpster 
is being moved closer to the east property 
line. 

She wanted to know if the planning 
commission members review the plans 
or just depend on consultants. Boynton 
assured her the commission reviews the 
plans. 

“Please consider the impact it will have 
on the neighbors,” Walker concluded.

60 years ago. He said under Supervisor 
Gollwitzer the township used a backhoe to 
dig a “nasty-looking ditch” which empties 
in the county drain. After that it rained and 
it flooded Savage Road. He said drainage 
has been a problem since then. 

“Yesterday is the first day in 10 months I 
haven’t had water standing in the ditch in 
front of my house ... We cannot have one 
more bucket of water in there,” he said of 
the drain. 

Patricia Reavis of 1043 Savage, across 
the street, said the neighbors pay for Henry 
Drain and the church is going to cover 
an acre with pavement and with what’s 
coming off the roof it will all be going 
into Henry Drain. She said there is a water 
problem on Savage Road between the two 
drains. She said all the subdivisions built 
in the area were paved and this caused the 
problem. 

She said, to her, a bioswale is simply a 
place to grow mosquitos. She said a recent 
story in the AARP magazine said street 
lights upset a person’s circadian rhythm. 

Walker came back to the microphone to 
speak for Nicole Steele of 850 Savage Rd. 
who was too nervous to come up to speak. 
She runs a kennel there and has children 
and her house is close to the property line. 
She opposes the expansion. 

Township Treasurer Sharry Budd, the 
board’s liaison to the commission, read a 
letter from a neighbor that also opposed the 
expansion, saying it is flooded around the 
drain and the expansion is not in the best 
interests of the neighborhood. 

After 40 minutes, the public hearing 
closed. There was discussion and then the 
two approvals. 

“We want to do whatever the township 
wants,” said Frank Fenbert, project 


manager and church member. He said they 
went to the neighbors in advance to tell 
their plans. “We want to be the very best 
neighbors,” he said. 

He said there would be no issue to turn 
off the lights when the building is not being 
used. He said all the water has to be held 
on site, so it shouldn’t exacerbate the water 
problem. He said although the church is 
tax-exempt, “We’re still paying for Henry 
Drain.” 

Krishnan said the drainage will be 
determined between the engineer and 
Wayne County. “This is still in preliminary 
site plan review,” she said. 

One of the neighbors produced a 2012 
Wayne County map of the area that 
shows the “ditch” on the church property 
as a county drain. She showed it to the 
commission. 

Kammer said, “Wayne County said to the 
church that the ditch was not a county drain. 
The map indicates it’s the Henry Drain. If 
it is, the applicant will have a harder time 
moving the drain. If it’s a ditch, it won’t be 
as hard. This is governed by the county.” 

Kammer said the main issue is based 
on drainage. “If the issue is further down 
stream, it’s not something the applicant can 
fix. More research is needed.” 

“This has been a problem for a long 
time,” said Boynton of the drainage in that 
area, “as well as an issue downstream. The 
applicant is trying to do the best with what 
they have. It needs more study.” 

In explaining the preliminary site 
plan approval, Planning and Economic 
Development Director Ron Akers (in the 
last hours of his employment with the 
township), said, “It still has to go through 
Wayne County and the township and prove 
they can do all these things ... “

He said $60,000 would be offered for 
the Communications Specialist and about 
$20,000 for the specialist to augment the 
work with interns and sub contractors. 
McNamara said right now the cable channel 
is being run by two high school students 
who are interns. 

McNamara wanted to post the job right 
away, but Trustees Miller and White wanted 
to wait until they could study the new 
proposal. After discussion, McNamara 
agreed to pull it from the July 16 agenda, 
but he warned there may be repercussions 
and cable service may have to be suspended 
until this is solved.

On Saturday, when I was driving over to 
the Sumpter fire station to take a picture at its 
open house, I noticed the patch of gravel that 
had been so bumpy across smoothly paved 
Bemis had been asphalted over. It still is 
bumpy, however, 

One of the neighbors told me the county 
crew didn’t use a roller of any kind, but drove 
the truck over it a few times to smooth it out. 

A motorcyclist had told me he almost got 
thrown off his bike when he hit that gravel 
unexpectedly — and it’s still not safe for a 
motorcyclist. 

Apparently there was a water pipe that 
had to be replaced and that’s why the newly 
asphalted road had to be dug up. 

When I got to the Sumpter fire hall, I 
found the residents to the north of the hall on 
Sumpter Road were getting their driveway 
asphalted, so several of us drivers had to wait 
for a safe dart around the truck in the road. 
They didn’t have any flagmen, so we drivers 
were on our own. 

I mentioned the blockage to the Fire Chief 
Joe Januszyk at the open house and he said 
the fire department had to respond to a call 
there on Friday when their paver caught on 
fire. He explained the paver is the machinery 
that puts the hot asphalt down and has a heat 
source. This paver caught on fire. The chief 
said it was a complete loss. 

I said at least they just had to go next door 
to fight the fire and Chief Januszyk said 
that wasn’t the way it was. He said the fire 
fighters were at another call almost to Bemis 
Road when they got the call. 

While I was at the fire hall, I went next door 
to Moe’s Produce stand, just to the south. 
Although the season got off late for many 
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farmers because of all the rain, Moe’s had a 
lot of wonderful fresh vegetables, including 
red potatoes, green tomatoes, zucchini and 
yellow squash, cucumbers, onions, and 
cabbage. They told me corn was coming the 
following week. 

That huge marijuana greenhouse on 
Sumpter Road keeps coming up as an 
example of what Sumpter Township allows 
to be built for some — and not others. I got a 
Google aerial shot of the location at 28200 
Sumpter Rd. and it’s huge, with not a home 
in sight. 

A man, whose land on Oakville Waltz is 
certified as farmland by the USDA, wanted 
to put up a building to hold his pesticides 
for his farm and was denied by the township 
because he didn’t have a house on the 
property. He has been invoking the Right to 
Farm Act. 

That marijuana greenhouse is on the 
property right next to the land purchased by 
Trustee Matt Oddy during the most recent 
sale by the township of tax-reverted property. 
He paid $2,001 for the 8.33 acres.

After the meeting there 
were a lot of petitions 
being passed around for 
signatures, including 
one for Kelly Bates. 

City Clerk Sherri 
Scharf said after the story about the petitions 
was in the Independent last week, two people 
came in for petitions — one for mayor and one 
for councilman. But, she said, they both lived 
in Van Buren Township. Sherri said people 
don’t know where they live. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
it’s been that way for the last 20 years, at 
least. She said everyone thinks they live in 
Belleville — since it’s all 48111. 

That’s one of the things VBT Clerk Leon 
Wright was trying to correct with his getting 
VBT resident addresses changed at the post 
office to a Van Buren Township designation, 
although the 48111 stayed the same. 

The project kind of got out of control and 
some people in Sumpter Township (48111) 
and City of Belleville (48111) ended up with 
Van Buren Township designations. It’s still a 
problem for some people.

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UFO investigator speaks to 
Standing-room-only crowd

Bill Konkolesky, state director of the 
Mutual UFO Network, spoke to a standing- 
room-only crowd in the Belleville Area 
District Library on July 11. 

Konkolesky said he has been state director 
for 15 years and a member for 26 years. He 
also serves as a consultant to UFO TV, but 
the stories usually are not accurate. 

He said there are 300 billion stars in the 
Milky Way and one out of six on average has 
a potential to be a habitable planet. He said 
there are 100 billion other galaxies currently 
visible to us with 50 billion worlds that may 
be capable of supporting life. He said 100 
sextillion places have the potential to support 
life. 

He quoted a statement in the Washington 
Post: “UFOs exist and everyone needs to 
adjust to that fact.” 

He said last May 28 there were sightings of 
UFOs by pilots and other Navy staff, which 
brought the discussion of unidentified flying 
objects to the forefront again. 

The USS Nimitz on the west coast had 
sightings in November 2004 and the USS 
Roosevelt has sightings on the east side of the 
country in 2014-15 almost daily. There were 
no photos or videos from the two ships. 

“Something enigmatic is going on,” he said. 

He spoke of “Fermi’s Paradox” which 
is named after Enrico Fermi and refers to 
the apparent contradiction between high 
estimates of the probability of the existence 
of extraterrestrial civilizations and the lack of 
evidence for such civilizations. 

He said MUFON used to have a TV series 
called Hangar One, but that is no longer 
running. 

Konkolesky gave a report on how many 
UFO reports they have had since 2010 and it 
was 2,379 in Michigan alone. Over the past 
nine years there were 70,617 internationally 
and 56,183 in the U.S. alone. 

He said in 2012, the previous years’ totals of 
208 and 279, jumped to 422. He said that was 
the year Chinese lanterns became popular. 
Then in 2015 the total jumped to 331, the 
year drones arrived. 

He told the history of Project Blue Book 
and when it closed its work.

Konkolesky listed investigations of five 
Michigan cases, starting with the one on 
Nov. 23, 1953 when a UFO collided with 
an Air Force F-89 jet fighter out of Kinross 
Air Force Base, guarding the Soo Locks. 
The plane was never found and the pilots are 
considered missing in action. The UFO and 
the plane collided and then both disappeared 
from the radar. 

One of the pilots is honored with a memorial 
in Florida explaining he disappeared after 
colliding with a UFO. 

He then told of the 1966 incident in the 
Ann Arbor area with hundreds of witnesses, 
a 1975 incident at a northern Michigan Air 
Force Base, a 1994 incident in Grand Rapids 
area with coverage on the front page of 
the Detroit News/Free Press and evidence 
obtained from the National Weather Service 
and the March 2005 sighting near Metro 
Airport. 

Konkolesky said at 4 a.m. in March 2005 
a man driving in the I-94/I-275 area reported 
seeing a glowing object, a giant triangle the 
size of a football field, zipping with lights 
all over the sky. In the morning he called 
WOMC morning radio talk show host Dick 
Purtan. Purtan asked other listeners to call in 
if they saw this and two more called in. 

This followed the sighting Sept. 29-30, 2004

of a UFO landing in Highland Township. He 
said the guy reported he got up from a nap at 
3 p.m. and looked out the window and saw 
what looked like a car floating over the trees. 
It landed in his back yard for an hour. 

Konkolesky said when he met with the 
man, he said he was afraid to take pictures 
for fear they would think he had a weapon 
and was afraid to call for help. He said he sat 
on the couch and watched it for an hour and 
then it went away. 

“We came out with antique radar equipment 
to test the ground, but there was several feet 
of snow by the time he called and we could 
get no radiation results,” he said. 

The man just wanted to get it off his chest 
and then he didn’t want to talk about it 
any more and didn’t want them testing his 
property any more. He had described the 
unique shape with three light dots on the side. 

Konkolesky said on Nov. 20, 2008 a man 
driving a truck in Fairland, Oklahoma, 
reported a UFO with the same shape and 
three square windows and the object paced 
him. 

He said there are a couple of hundred 
sightings of unidentified flying objects a 
year in Michigan, all over the state. He said 
where there are more people there are more 


sightings. 

He suggested people report their sightings 
to mufon.com and contact mimufon.org if 
they want to become investigators or want 
more information. 

He said the last couple of years the reports 
are down slightly and he thinks that is 
because the lengthy report form is hard to 
fill out on a phone, which is how most are 
accessing it these days. This means they can’t 
get the number of UFO reports they used to. 

Keith Bruder said everyone has cell phones, 
so there must be more pictures. Konkolesky 
said what they offer are pictures of a tiny 
light in a dark sky, which are terrible photos. 

Konkolesky said this presentation is an 
overall view of UFOs in Michigan, but his 
other presentation is on the best recent cases. 
He suggested those interested in having him 
come back contact the library. 

“He was a wuss,” said one man, referring to 
the UFO sighter who sat on the couch for an 
hour without calling police. 

“He cried on the phone six months later 
when he called,” Konkolesky said. “He was 
terrified.” 

Konkolesky said now people tend to post 
their sightings on social media and the replies 
are fierce. 

“When you report it to us, it’s all anonymous. 
We stipulate that out front,” he said. 

“T had a sighting in the late ‘80s when I

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was in a Chevette with buddies,” Konkolesky 
said. “My two friends don’t talk about it at 
all.” 

A woman asked about human/alien hybrids. 

He told the story of a man who was leaving 
an outstate Walmart and got into his car in 
the parking lot and a woman with strange 
eyes got into the passenger seat. “Are you all 
right?” he asked and she replied, “Are you 
all right?” and then got out of the car and got 
into another car with two men. 

Later he was sitting on the porch of his 
house and the car drove up with the three 
people with strange eyes in it. They got out 
of the car and told him they were going into 
his house and he said OK, sure. It was like 
they were old friends. They stayed inside an 
hour and then left and he waved a friendly 
goodbye. Later he realized how strange 
the whole thing was and how he doesn’t 
remember anyone saying anything, but they 
were communicating. 

A woman in the audience said when she 
was four or five her mother woke her up to 
look out the back window at their home in 
Fowlerville. They saw a saucer shape, with 
lights and windows. She remembers staring 
out at the bright light and, “I don’t remember 
anything after that... I was a little kid in my 
PJs, I wouldn’t have gone outside, but I don’t 
remember anything.”

when Visteon filed for bankruptcy. 
Pursuant to an agreement between the 

parties, this lawsuit was dismissed and 

refiled in Wayne County Circuit Court. 

On Feb. 18, 2016, the circuit court granted 
Visteon’s motion for summary disposition, 
deciding that the township’s claims against 
Visteon were not ripe for adjudication. On 
May 16,2017, the Court of Appeals affirmed 
the circuit court’s ruling that the township’s 
claims were not ripe. 

The township filed an application for an 
appeal before the Michigan Supreme Court 
and on March 8, 2019 that was denied. 

The document states “the township 
shall be refiling its lawsuit against Visteon 
promptly after the date that the shortfall in 
tax increment revenues actually occurs.” 

The document also states that it “sets forth 
the parties agreement to take the necessary 
and prudent steps to minimize the annual 
shortfall in tax increment revenues and 
to protect the township’s right to receive 
reimbursement from the Authority from 
future available tax increment revenues 
for amounts it is legally obligated to pay 
to cover the debt service shortfalls on the 
Authority Bonds.” 

If the township isn’t completely reimbursed 
by the end of the Development Plan — Dec. 
31, 2032 — the LDFA agrees to extend the 
plan to the maximum allowable term so the 
township can be paid in full. 

The township and LDFA agree to 
aggressively promote new development in

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the Visteon Village Project. 

“Any proceeds received by the township 
through litigation with Visteon, through 
judgment, verdict, settlement or otherwise 
shall, first, be reimbursed to the township 
to reimburse all advances made on the 
Authority’s behalf and interest, and second, 
to the Authority,” the agreement states. 

After the LDFA approved the agreement, 
Supervisor McNamara said currently the 
LDFA was under the township’s economic 
development department. 

“No longer,” he said. “We have a shortfall.” 
He said his executive assistant Dan Selman 
will be the new liaison to the LDFA for the 
next year or two. 

He said there would be difficultly in 
hiring someone to replace Ron Akers, the 
current director of planning and economic 
development, whose last day with the 
township was July 10. 

“We’re consolidated under the executive 
because of the high level of liability this 
township has taken on,” said Peters, an 
attorney. “We’ve got to stay focused on 
this...” 

“T believe in growing and then you won’t 
have problems,” McNamara said. 

“Are we going to pay higher salaries?” 
Peters asked and McNamara said he offered 
Akers what could have made him stay, but 
the new job in Ypsilanti will give him a 
chance to expand. Akers will be Director of 
Public Services, including the DPW. After 
three years, he will be ready for a job as a 
city manager, and not a small city, either, 
McNamara said.

over to face charge of 
aggravated stalking

On July 10, a preliminary exam was held 
for Chad Martin Stevens, 29, before 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott. The 
felony charge was aggravated stalking in 
Belleville on July 3, 2016. 

The only witness called by Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Larry King was 
Amber Lewis, who testified the defendant 
was her ex-boyfriend. 

She lived in the City of Belleville and 
worked at CVS Pharmacy in Van Buren 
Township in the summer of 2016 when this 
happened. 

Lewis testified she got a Personal 
Protection Order against Stevens after he 
threatened to push her out of a moving 
vehicle in March 2016. She said he called 
her by phone, at home and on her job. She 
said on June 6 he called saying he wanted 
his daughter. On June 28, he parked next to 
her car in the CVS parking lot and she was 
escorted to her car by her boss. 

She said she started to drive home and he 
followed her, so she called 911 and pulled 
into a church parking lot across from 
Burger King to talk to the dispatcher. She 
testified she was still on the phone with 911 


when she saw him again and the dispatcher 
told her to drive back to CVS, which she 
did. 

She testified on July 2, while at work at 
CVS, she received a call from her next- 
door neighbor who told her not to come 
home because he was parked at her home. 

“I changed my number after he came to 
my work,” she said. 

Under cross-examination, Lewis testified 
that there were three or four incidents 
before she made a report to police. She said 
she quit her job at CVS. 

She testified she has full custody of their 
six-year-old daughter and she went to court 
to get that. She said the defendant put his 
hands on her in Inkster on June 21, 2016. 
She said she has no records on any phone 
calls. 

Judge Parrott said it was a question of 
fact and so he bound Stevens over to circuit 
court for an arraignment on the information 
on July 24. 

Stevens was arraigned June 22 at 34" 
District Court and is free after posting 
bond of $7,500/10%. His bond requires no 
contact to Amber Lewis or her home and 
no drugs or alcohol. 

Belleville officer in charge of the case is 
Jeff Wickham.
